HAMPERING THE GOVERNMENT. 

Senators HaRPwick of Georgia and | 
OwEN of Oklahoma have managed to 
delay the vote on the Aviatjon bill for 
another week. The Senate was ready 
to vote on it Wednesday, but its an- 
cient rules permit one or two Senators 
to delay action. Mr. VaRDAMAN of Mis- 
sissippi joined his objections to those 
of his illustrious associates in oppo- 
sition to all warlike preparations. 
The Aviation bill might have been 
a law this week. The plans to 
create a vast military air service 
might have been put in opera- 
tion immediately. The mischief these 
comparativel few ill-disposed men 
have been able to accomplish thus far 
is serious. HaRDWIcK excused his dis- 
approval of the Aviation bill because 
it provides that men for the Aviation 
Corps may be obtained by draft. That 
process is now sanctioned by law with 
‘the approval of the people. The ob- 
jettion is therefore futile and „il. 
VARDAMAN supports HARDWICK. It 4s 
gratifying to him to see that “his 
brethren”. in Canada are opposing 
conpeription. On the eve of our 
first Graft, these are foolish and 
wicked words. Does the Mississippi 
Senator hope to incite draft riots 
in this country? The . W. W. will 
help him. But his object and Hund- 
WICK’s and OweEn’s, who fears to in- 
trust the expenditure of $640,000,000 
to public officials who are to expend 
about $10,000,000,000 yearly, is mere- 
ly to delay action on another 
measure as action has been so 
fully delayed on the Food bill.
